LECTURE BY MISS ELIZABETH 
GRAVES. 


\t the Dublin School of Singing and Speech 
Training, Lincoln Chambers, last evening, the 
principal, Miss Elizabeth Graves, delivered an 
interesting lecture on “ Voice-Production : 
What it is.’ There was a large attendance. 

The chair was taken by Mr. P. J. Duffy, 
“who, in his introductory remarks, said that 
the subject. of the lecture was of ahsorbing 
interest. The principles of voice-production 
were not, however, given sufficient attention 
by singers.

The trouble with 
many singers was that they did not know 
what they were using. In singing they had 
a dual task to perform—first to convey the 
messaye of the song through speech, and. 
secondly, to produce music. 


IMPORTANCE OF DETAIL.

The singer had got to realise 
that the proper resonance could not be pro- 
duced unless the throat was kept open, and 
LO secre that it was necessary to understand 
the kind of instrument he was using. That 
could only be secured through the careful 
study of speech, and it required long practice 
to secure the perfect and automatic pro- 
duction of vowels and consonants. Voice- 
production really aimed at getting students 
to understand what kind of instrument the 
voice was and how to use it, and they could 
not succeed unless they were prepared to 
apply an enormous amount of honest work 
to it. e more they made use of the 
articulatory processes the more they got the 
voice under control. There must be a perfect 
balance between all parts. Elasticity of 
body, of mind and of emotion played a great 
part im the success of the public singer. 
There, of course, they were.up against the 
psychological factor. 

in concluding her lecture, Miss Graves said 
that what they wanted in tllis country was 
a working up to an international standard 
in singing, not merely a national one, and 
certainly not merely for the Feis Ceoil.

Despite the agreement con- 
cluded in 1926 between the respective Govern- 
ments, the delay in adjustment and repay- 
ment is sv serious that it is quite common for 
several months to elapse before any reim- 
bursement is made, and there are even cases 
where it is impossible to obtain repayment 
at all. 

Numbers of these taxpayers are people 
small means, and in their case the delay 
particularly embarrassing. I feel that it i: 
only necessary tc call the attention of the 
Revenue Department to this state of affairs

No amount of persuasion could get him to 
change, and the deputation were non-plussed., 
However, after a consultation, it, was. decided 
to proceed immediately to London and see 
Mr. Asquith, and charge him with breaking 
a promise. When it arrived in London and 
went down to the House, Mr. John Redmond 
declared the case hopeless, the British 
Treasury had made up its mind. He, how- 
ever, agreed to ask the Prime Minister to 
receive them, and they met him that after 
noon. 

After a long parley, at which the Home 
Secretary was present, he agreed, as he said, 
to “have another go’’ at the Treasury. He 
eventually succeeded in getting the money. 
Jt is hard to imagine what would have 
happened had he failed. Hundreds would 
have been ruined, and the beautiful buildings 
we now see on the destroyed area would not 
have been built. It was a narrow shave, 
and I am sure the story will be a surprise 
to quite a number who never realised how 
near they were to ruin.

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THE PLIGHT OF TOWN TENANTS. 

Str,—Under the above heading there 
appears a letter in te-day’s /rish Times from 
a Pembroke tenant, giving particulars of 
his case, expressing fears as to what his 
postition may be on June 24th, and asking 
that the Dail may do something for such 
cases as his. May I, as an owner, give the 
other side of the pri ture? In 1921 I bought 
a house for £900 and let it to a tenant. 
who agreed to pay a certain rent, signing a 
stamped agreement to this effect. After one 
year he claims a reducticn under the Rent 
Act, which brings the rent to exactly 22s. 
weekly. ‘his is the total amount I receive 
for a modern house with every modern con- 
‘venience. Out of this inadequate sum I have 
to pay taxes and rates, not to mention 
repairs. 

I do not know what your readers may 
think of this aspect of the working of the 
Act. My tenant admits that the rent fixed is 
not an adequate one; yet he refuses to pay 
more, and what should be a binding agree. 
ment becomes a scrap of paper permitted and 
supported by existing legislation. 

What appears to be so unfair about these 
Rent Acts is that only houses of a certain 
age are liable. My property, being pre-war, 
is controlled; but. had I in 1921 bought a 
new house, I should now he getting not only 
a fair rent, but a fair return for my invest- 
ment, together with a remission of rates. If 
the il must further interfere with what 
the late lamented Minister for Justice 
declared tc be, after all, private property, 
I venture to hope that those houses at present 
controlled may be released and left alone, 
and that something may be attempted to

An enjoyable song recital was given im 
the Ulster Minor Hall, here, to-might, by 
Miss Eileen Ledlie, a young Irish contraito 
of very creat promise, She has a voice of 
pure liquid quality, powerful, and of exten 
sive range.

ARRESTED FOR CASHING HIS 
CHEOUES TO PAY THEM. 


At Loughrea District Court informations 
weie refused in a case against Miss K. 
Donovan, Main street, Loughrea, who was 
charged with receiving the sum of £117 12s. 
10d. by means of forged cheques, with intent 
to defraud her brother, Charles Donovan 
caretaker of the Loughrea Waterworks. 

Dr. Comyn, solicitor, who appeared for the 
accused, admitted that she signed smd cashed 
cheques amounting to £117 12s. 10d., sent 
by the County Board of Health to her brother, 
for whom she had acted as housekeeper for 
many years; but if she did this she did not 
put the money to any use.

| AESTHETICS AND THE 


CHILD. 


DEVELOPING THE POETIC AND 
ARTIST#C SENSE. 


é“ Esthetics in Education’’ was the sub- 
ject of an interesting paper read last night 
by Miss Bewley, B.A., Headmistress of 
Alexandra School, Dublin, at a meeting of 
the Central Association of Irish School- 
mistresses, held in Alexandra College. 

The necessity for esthetics in education 
has never been fully realised by European 
educationalists, Miss Bewley said ; the Eastern 
nations have always attached far more im- 
portance to it. Here, at home, very little 
time or care has been spent in training 
children in the appreciation of beauty. Some 
esthetic subjects have always been taught in 
the schools, but if taught without any 
esthetic aim they are useless. An esthetic 
scheme of training is a very sound practical 
thing, and does not tend to produce dreamers 
and sentimentalists, but to produce the finest 
class of citizens and to help in developing the 
coi plete, balanced character. 

More and more stress should be laid on 
the importance of rhythm afd harmony, and 
the mind and emotions of the child should 
be brought into contact with beautiful things, 
so that the child’s nature could be developed, 
and all his powers brought into more het. 
monious and balanced relationship. By so 
doing, said Miss Bewley, undeniably we in- 
crease his powers of happiness. The average 
child is little poet and artist, and his 
senses must he helped to develop. Lf his 
imagination is not trained it must become 
dulled, and he will lese that capacity for 
happiness which it would give him—a capa- 
city through which his potential usefulness 
Is Increased. 


ENVIRONMENT. 

We should ive to train the child to 
recognise and love what is beautiful in 
material things, thus setting him on the path 
towards those higher forms of beauty which 
should comprehended by the spirit. 
Environment is one means of securing such 
education. It is a poor home that cannot 
provide sonie of beauty- a spray of 
apple-blossom, or a pot of daffodils. Who 
can measure the effect on that extraordinarily 
sensitive and retentive thing. a child’s mind? 
The effect of such impressions on a young 
child is verv deep and lasting. 

[t is easier to introduce colour and beauty 
into the schoolroom and nursery than it was 
hity years ago; easier to bring children in 
touch with nature and its beauty. With very 
little children the chief object should be the 
training of the enmiotions and senses—the pro- 
viding of fuel for the child’s imagination, 
rather than to fan it into more active flame. 

Drawing. music and literature are taugbt in 
virtually all but not with that 
esthetic aim which will train the imaginative 
and emotional senses. In music emphasis is 
laid too heavily on the side of techno 
the lessons should begin with sense-training. 
To learn to listen, to hke, and appreciate 
should be the first stages. ‘The child should 
he taught to respond to the cadence of sound. 
Literature and composition lessons should be 
other. The child sliould 
hear what is read to him and get the oppor- 
tunity to imitate for himself; give him the 
body and spirit of literature and not the dry 
bones. The old bogey of the set 
responsible for much: of the aridity of this 
Language, from the beginning, 
should treated as a living thing, full of 
form and colour. 


IMPORTANCE OF HANDICRAFTS. 

The teaching of handicrafts helps in the 
preserving of wsthetic balance and lead 
the child towards a delicht in creative work. 
It is valuable in developing a love of line and 
colour and?grasp of detail. 

If we neglect the esthetic aspect of educa- 
tion some parts of the child s nature will be 
left undeveloped. The subject should have 
a definite place m all educational schemes. 
We are only feeling our way vaguely in that 
direction: a creat deal has to be said and the 
subject has to be from many 
angles before we cau approach it with any 
certainty. 
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THE DISCUSSION. 

The discussion on the paper was opened 
by Mrs. Best. who said that she believed the 
necessity became greater as 
life became more complicated. “Art, she went 
on. is the way of escape from the ugliness 
and brutality of life.

Detective-BSergeant O'Hara, Civic Guard, 
Bailieborough, in reply to Mr. Lavery, told 
how a police ir went out from Baibe- 
borough on the night of September 21, 19426, 
and took up a concealed position at Galbally, 
two and a half miles out, on the Cavan road. 
A Ford car came along from the direction of 
Cavan, and the -party of Guards surrounded 
it suddenly and halted it. ‘The occupants 
put up their hands and left the car when 
ordered. — They were the prisoners Reilly, 
Lee, M‘Phillips and Corr. Reilly had two 
revolvers. and six rounds of ammunition in 
his pocket, also a bottle of whiskey and a 
mask. : 

Next day, in the barrack at Bailieborough, 
Lee made the statement that he was driving 
the kord car, which belonged to Clerkin, who 
asked him on the day beiore to drive some 
people to Batlieborough. About 7.15 at 
uigut he met Clerkin at the County Council 
machinery depot and got the car trom -him. 
Corr and M'Phillips got into the car m 
Cavan, and on the roau to Bailieborough Le 
pickead up iseilly, Whom the other occupants 
ol the car were expecting to meet. 

On the Zend September the witness arrested 
Patrick Clerkin in Uavan and charged hun 
with conspiring with others to contravene the 
birearms Act. Atter being cautioned he said: 
' They must have taken my car away. It 
was outside the door last night. What the 
h——-— were they up to—or was it robbing, 
or looting, or something? Lee is not the 
man for robbing.’’ 

In a subsequent statement he said that 
people often took the car from outside his 
door when he happened to be out, and paid 
him for the hire of it next day. © He said 
that he was not speaking to Lee on that day. 
He detailed his movements through the 
town from the time he had his tea at 6 
c’clock until he returned home at about 10 
p.m, 

THREE REVOLVERS. 

Detective Conway said that he was the 
first of the hidden party of Guards to reach 
the car, and he presented his revolver at 
the four occupants. Reilly was sitting be- 
side the driver, and he orderéd him out of 
the car. He found Reilly in possession of 
two revolvers and six rounds of ammunmi- 
tion, a pint of whisky and a _ stone- 
breaker’s mask. The ammunition was not 
in the revolvers. Detective Cullinan searched 
the oher occupants of the car. All the 
party were then arrested and taken to 
Bailieborough Barracks. After being charged 
and cautioned, Reilly said: “ I suppose you 
know the whole thing; a hair of his head 
would not be hurted.’’

Detective Cullen, one of the police party, 
in the course of his evidence, said that when 
the car was held up Corr made an attempt 
to put his hand in his hip pocket.

Bernard Maguire, a shop assistant em- 
ployed in the Arch Bar, gave evidence as to 
having seen Clerkin, Lee and two other men 
at about 7 p.m. on September 21st, when 
they had some drinks. 

This closed the case for the prose ution. 
THE ALLEGED RINGLEADER. 
Patrick Clerkin, one of the accused, stated 
that for the last three years he had beer 
supervisor of the machinery of the Cavan 
County Council. Previous to that he was 
in the National Army, from which he re 
tired as captain. Corr asked hm to 
run him up in his car to see if he 
could get a job under the Council, 
and he got Lee to drive him. At the old jail 
Corr asked McPhillips to have a ‘‘spin” in 
the car. and the four of them got in and 
drove to the Arch bar. The witness then went 
home, and the others went off in the car. 
He did not know that anyone in hia car that 
night would have guns, and it was false to 
sav that he consyired with these men. He 
would not let Reillv into his car, as he was on 
bad terms with him.

police.

WHAT THE EXPORT BAN 
MEANS. 

Cattle exports from the Irish Free State 
last vear were valued, roughly, at 
£12.000.000—a million a month—so that 
a stoppage of the cross-Channel trade 
means a serious loss to stock-owners.

A suspected outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease reported among the cattle 
oi; the farm of Mr. Jonathan Jones 
about a half-mile from Wexford town, 
was confirmed this morning by veterinary 
inspectors of the Department. 

Noting on Thursday that his stock were 
not eating, Mr. Jones reported the matter 
te Mr. H. Malone, of Wexford, the local 
veterinary inspector of the Department, 
who examined the animals, and reported 
to the Department. 

A party of the veterinary inspectors 
from. the. Department visited the affected 
farm to-day, and, in conjunction with the 
Civic Guard, took immediate steps for 
coping with the outbreak. 

Mr. Jones is the possessor of two farms, 
and it was among the stock which occu- 
pied the. home holding that disease was 
discovered. He is a very successful 
breeder of stock, and has secured many 
prizes. for his exhibits at the local agri- 
cultural shows. 


BORDERS PATROLLED. 

To ensure the full operation of the 
Order, instructions have been issued to 
ali Civic Guard stations in the county, 
and the borders of the county are being 
patrolled so that no stock can leave or 
enter the county. 


SAILINGS CANCELLED. 

The sailings of the new Wexford- 
Birkenhead service, which Messrs. J.J. 
Stafford and Sons, of Wexford. were to 
lave inaugurated next Tuesday, have been 
cancelled, 

How long the stand-still Order will re- 
main in force in County Wexford will 
depend on the progress of the steps taken 
to deal with the situation.

CHANGED DIPLOMATIC 
SETUATION,

PARIS, Friday. 

The long-deferred question of the suc- 
cessor to Lord Crewe at the British 
Embassy has been settled. The French 
Government has been .asked to agree to 
the appointment of Sir William Tyrrell, 
the Vermanent Under-Secretary of State 
for. Foreign Affairs. The name of Sir 
William Tyrrell has been mentioned for 
some time as the future British Ambas- 
salor, and no surprise will be felt here 
that the choice should have fallen upon 
him. 

I was able, in October last, to announce 
Lord Crewe’s desire to resign as soon as 
a decision had been reached with regard 
to his successor. It was then understood 
that, in any case, his resignation would 
take effect during the coming spring, and 
that he would not return to Paris as 
Ambassador after going on lehve. 


A NEW INSTITUTION. 
Lord Crewe’s term of office has ex- 
tended over a period of five years, which 
were hardly less difficult, if less critical, 
than those immediately following the war. 
During his term of office a new institu- 
tion in European diplomacy—the Confer- 
enco of Ambassadors—was charged with 
settling numerous thorny questions left 
from the Peace: Conference, and it 
threw upon tle British Ambassador the 
responsibility for far-reaching decisions, 
such as do not fall within the usual 
routine of an Embassy. The period em- 
braced the later stages of the Reparation 
controversy, with its attendant problem of 
the French and Belgian occupation of the 
vuhr, and the decision of the British 
Government to stand aside. 

British .diplomaey in Paris had,. of 
course, its part to play in the settlement 
of the Reparation question by the Dawes 
plan, and in the long controversy on the 
problem of security which led to the 
Locarno Conference. The final decision 
with regard to disarmament rested with 
the Conference of Ambassadors. From 
Locarno there followed ‘what has been 
called the organisation of peace, the diplo 
matic details of which are still in a fluid 
state. The delicate negotiations for the 
settlement of Inter-Aliied debts were also 
part of the diplomatic history of the 
period. = Wa

The other machine involved 
was from the same aerodrome, the pilot, 
Flying Officer Leonard A. Walsh, saving 
his lile by a parachute jump. 

Watson also jumped, but leit it too late, 
and was picked up, terribly injured and 
unconscious, seventy yards from. the wreck 
of his machine; which caught fire and was 
burned out. The second machine also 
was virtually destroyed. Flying Officer 
Walsh came down safely half a mile away, 
near the cliff edye. 

EYE-WITNESS’S STORY. 

An eye-witness says :—‘‘At twenty-two 
minutes past two I heard a crash, and, 
dashing out, saw that two aeroplanes had 
just ‘collided. It happened quite near 
the edge of the cliff. One was nose-diving 
at a great speed, and I saw a man jump 
out with a parachute. He came down 
half a mile away, and was caught in the 
telegraph: wires. He was unhurt. 

The other pilot seemed ‘to try to right 
his ‘plane by ascending. He failed to do 
so, and the machine crashed. 1 think 
he jumped before he reached the ground, 
but he must have left it too late. We 
picked him up about seventy feet away 
from his ‘plane, which had caught fire. 
It was practically burned out. The other 
machine was also badly damaged. A ‘bus 
was passing at the time, and two men 
left it and ran across to the ‘assistance 
of the pilots. Watson died in hospital.”

MYSTERIOUS MALADY.

EN of science have not yet discovered 

the organism which gives rise to fout- 
and-mouth disease, and, though the Gis- 
covery of the organism may not be 
essential, they have not found a cure for 
the malady 

Foot-and-mouth disease is dreaded 
because of its highly iniectious character. 
Animals may recover from the disease if 
kept perfectly clean and given an abund- 
ance of soft food, but, of course, the loss 
owing to depreciation is very great. 
Cattle, sheep, pigs and goats are 

susceptible to the disease, ana, in a much 
less degree, horses, dogs and cats. The 
incubation period after infection may last 
from two to ten days. Anunals become 
dull and off their food and have a very 
high temperature. 


THE FIRST SYMPTOMS. 

The first noticeable symptoms are a 
lameness or slavering at the mouth or 
both. Cattle shake their feet as if trying 
to remove something «from the hoof. 
Blisters appear on the inside of the i 
and on the tongue; they form about the 
feet at the junction of the skin with the 
hoof, and they may be found on the teats 
in cows. Young calves may die from 
inflammation of the bowel without show- 
ing any external eruptions. 


HOW THE DISEASE IS SPREAD. 

There is nothing remarkable in the fact 
that infection is spread from animal to 
animal when together in houses or on 
pastures, but the spread of the disease 
from unknown sources has for long been 
a mystery. 

Water is liable to become contaminated 
when used for drinking by infected 
animals, and the disease may be carried 


- 


by the stream; and it is more or Jess 
accepted that migratory birds, through 
perching on the backs of cattle or drink- 
ing or bathing in infected water, may 
carry the disease with them oversea. Rats 
may spread the disease a considerable 
distance, and it is obvious that dogs and 
eats may spread it locally. It is common 
knowledge that persons may carry the 
virus on boots and clothing 


PREVIOUS OUTBREAKS. 


The Continent is never wholly free from 
foot-and-mouth disease. Great Britain 
has had some virulent attacks. It is 
estimated that in the period 1869-1872 
3,000,060 animals were attacked there. 
From 1881 to 1884 there was a further 
attack, as a result of which 9,361 animals 
died and 5,874 were slaughtered. 

Ireland has been free from tke disease 
since 1921, when. the disease appeared 
near Arklow, County Wicklow. About 
200 animals were slaughtered and about 
40 were found to have been affected on 
post-mortem examination. 

In June, 1912, the disease appeared at 
Swords, County Dublin. The Counties of 
Dublin, Meath, Louth, Kildare, Fer- 
managh, Wicklow and Westmeath were 
affected. Dublin and Westmeath suffered 
the heaviest losses, having 200 and 100 
animals diseased respectively; but the 
total number of animals slaughtered was 


about ~2,500. 
THE 1883 OUTBREAK. 


For twenty-eight years prior to 1912 
Ireland was free trom the disease. An 
attack lasting fifteen months occurred 
from January, 1883, to April, 1884. The 
disease extended over twenty counties, 
and 115,641 animals were attacked.

HEAVY LOSSES IN STOCK AND

The last outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease in Ireland occurred in 1921. This 
was discovered, on the 17th January, 
1921, at Ballyrichard, Arklow, County 
Wicklow. The disease spread to an 
adjoining farm to which some -roots: for 
cattle-feeding had been sent irom Bally: 
richard, In these cases 142 cattle were 
slaughtered, and it was not until 3lst 
March that the restrictions were with- 
drawn. 

In March of that year some cattle 
shipped from’ Dublin to Holyhead were 
sent to Derbyshire, and one of them was 
found to be infected with foot-and-mouth 
disease. One case also occurred at Birken- 
head. | 

A close examination .of the widely- 
separated areas from which these animals 
came revealed no trace of the disease. 
Nearly 2,000 farms were visited, and 
50,000 animals were found to be free from 
the disease. 

No clue was obtained as to how the 
disease was brought into the County 
Wicklow at that time. 

THE 1914 OUTBREAK. 

In 1914 the amount of compensation 
paid for animals slaughtered in Ireland 
in connection with foot-and-mouth disease 
was £30,000. The number of animals

The Northern Ministry of Agriculture 
recognises that the Free State Department 
of Agriculture has scheduled a very wide 
area, and that there is very little danger 
of the outbreak spreading to the North. 

No restrictions have, therefore, been 
placed on cattle coming over the border. 

It is hoped in the North that when the 
British Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries have had time to make full in- 
vestigations and are satisfied that the out- 
break has been confined to the area in 
which it originated that export of cattle 
from Northern Ireland ports will be 
resumed.

“T have interested my friends over 
there.” he said, ‘‘ in the formation of an 
Irish daily newspaper. The idea is for it 
to be owned by a joint stock company, 
half the capital being subscribed in the 
United States, and half in Ireland. As 
far as America is concerned, [ have 
received promises of about £100,000. 

‘* My friends have set up different com- 
mittees in various parts of the United 
States, and there is every indication that 
the project interests them. _ Now it is 
only a question of getting the Irish people 
to subscribe. As to when the paper will 
be started, I can give no definite date. 
That depends a great dea] on how quickly 
the money is: forthcoming in Ireland. 

“The policy of the paper will be 
devoted to obtainin’ complete freedom for 
the country. Apart from my work in con- 
nection with the new paper, I did very 
little in America, although it is true that 
I addressed one or two meetings. This, 
however, was more due to thé fact that 
I did not want to disappoint those who 
were anxious to near me, than that I went 
over there for the purpose of speech- 
making.”
